REPORT OF BENJAMIN F. GREER, 
ROAD AGENT. 


In submitting this report to the voters of the town, I 
wish at this time to thank all who have assisted me in any 
way, either by work or by the sale of gravel used towards 
improving the roads. 

When I assumed my duties last spring, I felt, the war 
being over and commodities having settled to such an ex- 
tent that we should be willing to withdraw from war 
prices, which I was willing to do, as you will note in my 
report. I wish to urge upon the taxpayers that they have 
a duty to perform if we are ever to make any permanent 
improvement upon our highways; but I can assure you 
that our town roads compare favorably with the roads in 
other towns. But let us not be content with that, but go 
a step further. 

During the summer, when we have hard showers, if, 
when they see the water running the whole length of the 
hills, they would but turn the water into the gutters, 
which would take them but a few minutes, they would be 
lessening the burdensome tax which necessarily follows. 
EVERYBODY wants GOOD ROADS, and the way to 
obtain them is by “Co-operation and an Honest Day’s 


Work.” 
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While I have not done all that I should have liked to, 
or the residents desired, I feel that I have worked the 
worst places and divided the money as equally as possible 
throughout my territory, giving all a chance to work who 
eared. 

We have removed and replaced some twenty odd cul- 
verts, put up over one thousand feet (1,000 feet) of rail- 
ing, and cut twenty-four miles of bushes along the high- 
ways. 

I believe that the towm should either hire or purchase 
a tractor for working the roads; they will easily do the 
work of six horses much quicker and at less expense, be- 
sides covering much more ground in a day. I was well 
satisfied with the work done by the tractor which I used 
last spring, although I was unable to cover my entire ter- 
ritory, owing to the fact that the tractor was sold to par- 
ties out of town. | 

This town lacks suitable gravel for road-building, and it 
is my opinion that a stone crusher would aid much in the 
permanent road-building of the town, and I would ear- 
nestly recommend the purchase of one when the prices 
are within our reach.

The matter of providing a system of sewers should re- 
ceive immediate attention, for the West Village, especially 
along North Mast and Church Streets. 

Twenty-six cases-of contagious diseases have been re- 
ported to the Board during the past year, and one death 
caused by diphtheria. | 

Several nuisances have been investigated, and the sug- 
gestions of the Board have been carried out. 

Water samples from several wells have been analyzed, 
and the reservoir water examined at four different times. 

The work of the school nurse and physician is a great 
aid to good health among our school children.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Gorrstown, N. H., Feb. 6, 1922. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Independent 
School District: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my fifth annual report. 
The statistics appended for the most part refer to the year 
of school ending July 1, 1921. Where possible, such as 
teachers’ salaries, and number of pupils enrolled, the figures 
are as near up to date as possible. A careful persual of these 
statistics will show a small but steady increase, 225 pupils 
being enrolled for the fall term. 

In spite of the fact that Weare is now maintaining a three- 
year High School, our High School remains at the same fig- 
ure and should be a little larger next year. We were unfor- 
tunate in being obliged to relinquish the services of Head- 
master William Nelson after four years of successful work, 
but a much larger field of service attracted him. However, 
we were fortunate in the selection of a new High School corps, 
and good work is being done as is evidenced by the report of 
the State High School Inspector. 

In September, the Alumni Association presented the High 
School with a new piano, and appreciative acknowledgment 
is here made. The old piano was placed in the grammar 
room but was crowded out, and the little old organ again 
moved in. ‘This in turn was crowded to the hall. The gram- 
mar school is full to the doors. This overflowing neces- 
sitated a change in our program and another teacher was 
hired, Mrs. Margaret Clark of Manchester, now having 
charge of this room. Miss Mae L. Harlow, being a college 


graduate and a teacher of wide experience, was thus released 


re 
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to do departmental teaching in English and History in both 
the High School and elementary grades. A recitation 
room was also made available for her use by this change. 
The plan has produced excellent results, the teachers work- 
ing in perfect harmony. The grade teachers are also en- 
abled to give the backward pupils a little more attention. 
However, this relief is only temporary and it must be appar- 
ent to all that the new building contemplated must be se- 
cured as soon as possible. This is our out-standing school 
problem. 

I have before called your attention to the lack of any play 
apparatus in the school yard for the smaller children, This 
is a pressing need and money should in some way be pro- 
vided to secure a few swings and teeter boards if nothing 
more. 

Doctor Luther Dearborn is now acting as Medical Inspec- 
tor, assisted by Mrs. Lona Dyke, R. N. We note that par- 
ents are paying heed to the notices sent them regarding de- 
fects, as is evidenced by the increasing number of defects 
that have been corrected. If your child is backward in 
school, note carefully the report sent you by the physician, 
and if defects are found by him have a careful examination 
made by your family physician and have the trouble removed 
if possible. No pupil can do the mental work of the schools — 
properly if physically handicapped. Note what is said re- 
garding this subject in the report to the Town School Dis- 
trict. ae 

Again your School Board has worked out in detail a budget 
of expenses for the coming year. They know where every 
dollar is going and are trying hard to see that a dollar’s re- 
turn is received for a dollar expended. I wish that I could 
see the prospect of lower school taxes, but since your teach- 
ers are still paid salaries, certainly not higher, and in many’ 
cases lower, than those paid in like schools elsewhere in the 
state I can see no prospect of a decrease. If it is true, as 
government statistics are said to show, that the cost of living 
in Manchester is higher than in any other city outside of New 
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York, the cost of living to your teachers in Goffstown must 
be as great or greater than the cost to teachers elsewhere in 
the state. From the difficulty which we experience in get: 
ting teachers boarded this would appear to be true.

Town School District Report 


Gorrstown, N. H., Feb. 6, 1922. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District: 


I have the honor to present the third annual report as Su- 
perintendent of schools. The scholastic and financial years 
end July first, and the statistics to which I call your atten- 
tion are for the year ending July 1, 1921. My remarks, 
however, may include the fall term of this year. 

The new school on the Mast Road was publicly designated 
as the George Bartlett School, and three rooms equipped and 
opened on September 12. A principal, who also acts as jani- 
tor, and who has two assistant teachers, is giving this com- 
munity excellent schools. The attendance and _ general 
morale here have greatly improved, as is true elsewhere in this 
district. The several transportation routes have done good 
service, the teams having been prompt and regular. 

It was not necessary to maintain an evening school this 
year because of the small number of pupils, due, in part, to 
the business depression. What few pupils there were were 
granted exemption from evening school attendance by the 
Commissioner of Education. In all probability it will be 
necessary to maintain an evening school next year. 

We have had no epidemics of contagious disease, and good 
medical inspection, supported by parents, has kept the schools 
free from vermin. Dr. Dearborn is at present acting as In- 
spector and hopes to secure a nurse to do “follow up” work 
very soon. The physical well being of the pupil must come 
first if we are to expect good mental development and I desire

to call particular attention to what is said regarding this sub- 
ject in the report to the Independent School District. Of 
the four districts comprising this supervisory union ours has 
the lowest per cent of attendance. Much of the absence 
could have been avoided had we had a District Nurse, or could 
have employed a nurse to do both school and district nursing. 
I have in mind no less than five cases of absence for a pro- 
longed period which could have been avoided had we been 
able to use a nurse for a little while. At present we are only 
able to give each child one examination a year and follow up 
a few cases. I believe that it would not be an expensive 
proposition to unite with the Independent District and to 
expect aid from the whole town in the employment of a full- 
time nurse. In the Independent District the nurse visits the 
school building each week. Where only one can be afforded 
the school nurse is of more value than the physician. 

Very few changes were made this year in teachers. Miss 
Dunham resigned at Shirley Hill and Miss Bertha Royce was 
transferred from East Goffstown at her request to the vacated 
position. Miss Bertha Cox served East Goffstown until Arm- 
istice Day when she left and was succeeded by Miss Ernestine 
Bolduc. Mr. Anthony Stanhope of Portland, Maine, was 
secured for principal at the Geo. Bartlett school, and Miss 
Mary Whitney given the 4th and 5th grades. 

During the summer the Shirley (Hill school was remodeled 
into a building, which meets the state requirements as to light 
and sanitation. This building now makes a pleasant school 
room. ‘T’he coming year the school building at Hast Goffs- 
town should receive attention. ‘There is likely to be a good 
sized school there for years to come. It has been kept reason- 
ably clean and sanitary, but its light is very inadequate, due 
to small and insufficient windows and to shadows cast by the 
large trees in its vicinity. In my opinion, before the build- 
ing is remodeled it should be moved out of the mud hole 
where it now stands to higher ground. There is enough tim- 
ber on the lot to pay for such a removal. 
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This year the district will not receive State aid, being one 
of many dropped from the number that received aid last year. 
This is due to the act of the legislature which directed the 
State Board of Education to award State aid in proportion 
to the amount expended for current expenses per thousand 
of equalized valuation, or the valuation upon which the State 
tax is based. ‘There are 256 school districts in the State and 
201 pay more per thousand of equalized valuation for cur- 
rent elementary school expenses and 55 pay less than this dis- 
trict. Last year Bartlett Special District headed the list 
with an expenditure of $21.39. Goffstown Town District 
paid $6.57, and the Independent District $5.92. This did 
not include the expenses of High School tuition or the ex- 
penses of the High School. Thus it must be evident that the 
statement that the school taxes of Goffstown are unduly high 
is refuted. All taxes may be too high, but in comparison 
with other towns in the State those of Goffstown are not un- 
duly so. The statement of the man who told me that if he 
knew where he could move and get the same benefits for less 
money he would do so, is worthy of consideration. As I 
stated in the report to the Independent District, we are get- 
ting a dollar’s return for a dollar expended. 

A budget of expenses for next year has been carefully 
drawn by your School Board and needs your careful consid- 
eration. : 

I wish to thank those citizens as well as the members of the 
School Board, who, from time to time, have given an appre- 
ciative word to my teachers and myself. We are striving to 
give you good schools and need your support.
